Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

We  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964.  Details 
will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report.  The  main  items  may  be 

summarised  as  follows 

Population  - 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  again  showed  a small  increase. 
There  has  been  an  increase  in  population  in  the  District  of  approximately 
19%  since  1947. 

Births  - 

The  number  of  births  and  birth-rate  was  again  well  up  on  the 
average  for  the  District,  and  considerably  higher  than  the  National 
Rate. 


The  number  of  still-births  decreased  over  the  preceding  year, 
giving  a favourable  still-birth  rate. 

On  the  other  hand  there  was  a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  illegitimate  births.  The  figure  for  19&4  09)  was  the 
highest  since  1947. 

Mortality  - 

The  general  death-rate  was  lower  than  the  preceding  year,  and 
compared  very  favourably  with  the  National  Rate, 

There  was  a reduction  in  the  actual  number  of  deaths  attributable 
to  Cancer,  giving  a favourable  cancer  death-rate.  One  third  of  all 
cancer  deaths  were  due  to  lung  cancer.  The  rate,  however,  varies  from 
year  to  year. 

There  was  also  a reduction  in  the  number  of  accidental  deaths. 

Two  out  of  the  three  accidental  deaths  recorded  were  due  to  accidents  in 
the  home.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that,  since  1947,  there  have  been 
19  deaths  due  to  Home  accidents,  as  opposed  to  12  deaths  due  to  road  and 
vehicle  accidents. 

There  was  an  increase  in  Infant  Mortality,  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  rate  somewhat  higher  than  the  National  rate. 

There  was  one  death  attributed  to  Tuberculosis  in  1964  as 
against  Nil  in  1963* 

Infectious  Disease  - 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the  District  was  very 
low  during  the  year. 

Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  These  were 
early  cases  picked  up  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  and  should  respond 
very  well  to  treatment. 

Facilities  are  available  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping-cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and  Tuberculosis.  Apart 
from  Tuberculosis  none  of  the  other  diseases  we re  notified  during  the 
year.

Housing  - 

The  Council's  housing  programme  continues  at  a steady  and 
satisfactory  rate.  Council  property  now  almost  totals  2,000  dwelling 
units.  An  average  of  nearly  100  houses  per  year  have  been  erected 
during  the  post-war  period. 

Water  Supplies  - 

Water  supply  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Pembrokeshire  Water 
Board.  The  bacteriological  standard  of  the  supply  was  doubtful  in 
one  area  of  the  District  during  the  year.  Otherwise  quality  and  quantity 
were  satisfactory. 

Food  Control  - 

The  department  was  busy  during  the  year  applying  the  various 
Food  Acts  and  Regulations.  The  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  production, 
handling  and  distribution  of  foods  (including  ice-cream  and  milk)  was 
satisfactory. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning,  nor  statutory  action,  reported. 

General  Hygiene  & Sanitation  - 

The  paper  sack  refuse  collection  system  has  proved  satisfactory 
and  is  being  extended. 

Approximately  100  dwellings  on  the  outskirts  of  the  District 
are  not  yet  sewered  by  main  drainage.  Otherwise  the  drainage  of  the 
District  is  satisfactory. 

The  pigeon  nuisance  has  been  tackled  and  results  so  far  suggest 
that  the  problem  will  be  reduced  to  a minimum. 

There  have  been  some  smell  and  smoke  nuisances  from  the  oil 
installations  in  the  vicinity,  also  some  foreshore  oil  pollution  problems. 

Conclusions  - 

We  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  efficient  attention  to  routine  matters,  and  to  the 
officers  and  staff  of  other  departments  for  their  assistance  and 
co-operation. 

Finally  we  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  courtesy 
and  consideration  during  the  year.

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13.  Improvement  Grants 


Twenty-one  standard  grants  were  completed  during  the  year  at  a 
cost  of  £1 ,41 2.1 Os.Od.  Fourteen  of  the  houses  were  owner-occupied 
and  seven  were  tenanted. 

During  the  year  nineteen  owner-occupied  houses  and  nine  tenanted 
houses  were  improved  by  discretionary  grants.  £4,546.1 2s. 6d.  was 
paid  in  grants  in  respect  of  the  tv/enty-eight  houses. 

Since  the  improvement  grant  scheme  commenced  in  1949,  269 
properties  have  been  improved,  230  by  discretionary  grants  and  39  by 
standard  grants. 

Surveys  have  been  commenced  to  ascertain  suitable  areas  which 
can  be  declared  Improvement  Areas  in  accordance  with  the  Housing  Act, 

1964.

11.  Mineral  Waters 

The  one  mineral  water  factory  in  the  district  is  known  as  the 
Regent  Mineral  Water  Factory,  It  is  owned  by  Messrs,  u',  L,  Thomas  & 
Son  and  is  a corrugated  iron  building  having  a concrete  floor.  Water 
is  supplied  from  the  town  main  and  the  manufacturing  plant  was  supplied 
by  Messrs,  Barnett  and  Foster.  The  filler  and  crowning  machine  used 
is  capable  of  dealing  with  eighty  dozen  bottles  per  hour. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  19 63  came  into  operation 
during  the  year  and  it  was  necessary  for  all  occupiers  of  shops  and 
offices  to  register  the  premises  before  the  31st  July,  1964. 

In  spite  of  publicity  in  the  National  press  and  on  radio  and 
television  and  notices  inserted  in  the  local  press,  there  wasn't  a great 
rush  by  occupiers  to  register.  Consequently  it  was  necessary  for  personal 
visits  in  most  cases,  in  order  to  obtain  the  registration  of  the  premises 
which  were  eligible.

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GENERAL  HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION 


1 • Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  private  dwellings  and  premises 
within  the  Urban  area  and  is  disposed  of  at  the  Priory  refuse  tip  where  a 
tractor  with  a trailer  is  used  for  controlled  tipping  methods. 

One  Karrier  7 cu.yds.  diesel  engined  and  one  10  cu.yds.  Eord 
diesel  engined  side  loaders  and  one  Shelvoke  & Drewry  12  cu.yds,  diesel 
engined  rear  loading,  with  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicle  are  used  for  refuse 
collection. 


A new  Shelvoke  & Drewry  rear  loading  vehicle  has  been  ordered 
to  replace  one  of  the  side  loaders  and  delivery  is  expected  in  April  1965. 


The  paper  sack  refuse  collection  system  is  being  extended  and  by 
the  end  of  March  1965  it  is  anticipated  that  1,150  private  dwellings  will 
be  served  by  this  method. 


2.  Sewage  Disposal 

It  is  estimated  that  97.6/*  of  the  premises  in  the  Urban  area  are 
connected  to  the  public  sewer.

A.  Sewers 

Sewers  were  treated  for  rodent  infestation  in  June  when  two  hundred 
and  six  manholes  were  baited. 

One  full  time  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  to  carry  out 
surveys  and  treatments  for  rodent  infestation.  Poisons  used  are  arsenious 
oxide,  zinc  phosphide  and  warfarin. 

5.  National  assistance  Act,  1948

Public  conveniences  are  situated  at  the  Market  Square,  North  Road, 
The  Rath,  Gellyswick  Road  and  Spikes  Lane.

Sea  water 
is  pumped  from  the  Haven  and  is  filtered  and  chlorinated.

The  regional  and  divisional  pests  officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  visited  the  town  to  investigate  a serious 
problem  of  feral  pigeons  on  buildings  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  Y/hilst 
agreeing  that  a nuisande  exists,  the  regional  officer  would  not  support 
an  application  to  use  narcotics  to  reduce  the  number  of  pigeons.  However 
advice  was  given  on  trapping  methods,  and  traps  have  been  made  and  the 
Homing  Society  have  undertaken  to  bait  the  traps  and  remove  the  captured 
birds.  At  the  end  of  the  year  about  200  birds  had  been  trapped.
